N a u tic a l C o u rt,. 


B e r l i n , Feb. 5lh.—A conference of 
the German sea board States was held 
in this city to-day when it was deter­ 
mined to establish nautical courts to 
investigate accidents at sea. 
M exican K e v o ln tlo n . 
S an Antonio, Texas, Feb. 5th.—In­ 
formation has been received here to 
the effect that Mexican revolutions 
are gaining ground. Great excite­ 
ment prevails throughout the North­ 
ern States of that country white the 
Western part of Caoahuila is in arms 
as the Pacific States and San Luis and 
in fact all Northern Mexico.

Another General is approaching Sal- 
tilla from West Duranga and has 
and has Joined hands with other States 
in the struggle. The movement is a 
stupendous one in the interest of Diaz 
for President. 
General Ord, 
having been sum­ 
moned to Washington for consultation 
en Mexican affairs left this morning. 


A Sad Event. 


On New Year’s eve B. Boyle, a 
blacksmith’s helper who worked in 
tbe railroad shops, left his home on £ 
street, 
between 
Seventeenth 
and 
Eighteenth streets, in order to pay a 
visit to some friends residing in the 
Southern portion of the city, but was 
never afterward seen alive bv any 
member of the family. His absence 
was reported to the police, but no at­ 
tention was paid to the affair, as they 
considered that he would turnup all 
right in a short time, having probably 
gone away unexpectedly. The fami­ 
ly of the absent one was very much ex­ 
cited and irritated at his not turning 
up, but still they hoped for the best 
while fearing the worst. H is family 
consisted of a wife and seven children, 
the oldest of whem is only eleven 
years. 
Beside these his mother and 
t wo bro thers reside here and were very 
uneasy about bis safety, for they could 
assign no rational cause for his disap­ 
pearance. 
This morning a little boy who was 
playing near oue of tbe many holes 
in the vicinity of Front and 8 streets, 
discovered something floating in the 
pool, and on closer examination it was 
found to be tbe remains of a man. The 
little fellow was very much fright­ 
ened and hardly knew what to do, but 
a chum come along and advised him 
to notify the Coroner. 
Upon receipt 
of the information the latter had the 
body conveyed to the undertaking 
rooms of Clark & Davis, instantly set­ 
ting about the discovery of the facts 
of the case. He summoned a great . 
many people to view the body which 
was finally identified as that of Boyle, 
the missing man. It was recognized 
by the wife, mother and brother of the 
deceased, who were all much affected 
by the sorrowful event. 
The Coroner’s inquest was held at 1 
o’clock this afternoon, when it was 
shown that the deceased was last seen 
alive on the 12th instant. The sup­ 
position is that he accidently tumbled 
into the hole in the dark aud was 
drowned. The verdict of the jury was 
to that effect. 
Bartholomew Boyle was tbe name 
of the deceased, who was a native of 
Ireland and about forty-one years old. 
—Sacramento Bee.

A Man Living with a Broken Neck. 


Ou Sunday, January 2, a man named 
Joseph Fooltz, aged 55 years, living at 
the corner of California and Eighteenth 
streets, fell down a flight of stairs a 
distance of fifteen feet, receiving se­ 
rious injury about the neck. 
Fortun­ 
ately a German doctor happened to be 
at the house at the time, and he, sus­ 
pecting that the man bad broken his 
neck, had him carefully picked up 
and laid on a bed without moving his 
head more than was actually neces­ 
sary. Other physicians were called 
in consultation, and they unanimously 
pronounced that tbe man had actually 
broken his neck—that tbe bone con­ 
necting the head to the body was bro­ 
ken. The patient has been kept in 
one position all the time, being strap­ 
ped to an appliance to prevent him 
moving in the least. If he moves bis 
head an inch in any direction, he is, 
to use the language of our informant, 
“a goner;” but on the other hand, if 
he keeps perfectly still, he will, re­ 
markable to relate, recover inside of 
two months. 


Wong Chin-foo, the Chinese lectur­ 
er, went to a Roman Catholic Church 
in Nashua, New Hampshire, a few 
Sundays ago, amkbeing attired in his 
rich native costufte, one of the door­ 
keepers politely showed him into a 
front pew near the altar. Seeing the 
“distinguished foreigner” among the 
congregation, the officiating priest 
preached an elaborate sermon, in 
wbich, beginning at the creation of 
the world, he sketched Its history up 
to the present time, and unfolded the 
entire plan of salvation as held by the 
Romish Church, the whole discourse, 
which was a very able one, being 
aimed apparently at the Chinese lec­ 
turer, with a view to his conversion 
to Christianity. Soon after Wong 
was able to give the reverend gentle­ 
man a quid pro quo ; for, bavlug to 
lecture in Nashua the same evening, 
to a very crowded audience, he en­ 
larged at some length about the reli­ 
gion of Confucius, held him up to the 
admiration of h1a auditors, and con­ 
cluded a highly interesting lecture by 
an appeal to hie hearers to abandon 
Christianity and come to Confucius.

The President and Thieves. 


stood. 
He is out of order and Is 
looked upon as an antagonistic char­ 
acter, andcyery m an’s hand is against 
him. 
If a man wishes to pass along 
quietly through the world he must 
adapt himself to the habits and fash­ 
ion of the world, which is iutensiy sel­ 
fish and mean. The principle is well 
illustrated by MarlcTwaiu’sgoodlittle 
boy. Remembering the example of 
George W ashington and other good 
characters which he had read about 
in 
his 
Sunday 
School 
lessons, 
he made up his mind to im itate them, 
and from that hour his troubles com­ 
menced. 
Iu befriemliug the blind 
man he was misunderstood, and even 
the blind man gave him a terrible 
thrashing for attem pting to lead him 
out of the way of the pelting stones 
thrown by bad boys. The blind man 
was not to blame, he acted upon the 
same principle that the world is now 
acting. 
He believed that the good 
boys’ intention were combative, and 
how was it possible for him to conceive 
the idea th at there was goodness 
enough iu any boy to come to the as­ 
sistance of a poor blind man ? Illus­ 
trations of the same principle are pass­ 
ing before our eyes every day. 
Every 
good m an’s motives are impugned. If 
he gives alms, the act is] set down to 
some secret sinister motive. 
If he is 
benevolent and kind to the poor, he is 
charged with seeking popularity ; if 
he chooses to remain poor rather than 
make wealth by dishonest means, 
everybody says, “ lie has no business 
capacity.” The greatest sufferers in 
this or any othercom m unitv arc gen­ 
erally the best people in it. The true 
philosophy of all this m isunderstand­ 
ing is th is : The great preponderance 
of the world is selfish and its tenden­ 
cy is to evil. And It is not possible 
for them to understand the conduct of 
an unselfish, pure-minded m an. If 
the heart and brain of the world shall 
ever be sufficiently elevated to com­ 
prehend the conduct aud m otives of 
an unselfish man then misunderstand­ 
ings shall cease. But until tha^tim e 
arrives the promised inheritance of 
the good is “ in the world ye shall 
have tribulation.” 


There is a manifest disposition upon 
the part of some editors, and others, 
to associate the name of the President 
with the whisky thieves. The least 
intim ation of such a thing is a dis­ 
grace to the American nation, and we 
are sorry, very sorry, to see it alluded 
to in so m auy of our exchanges. I t is 
not possible that these writers can be 
sincere. One m inute’s reflection will 
satisfy any man of common sense.

any 
one 
suppose that the 
President would have permitted the 
investigation to proceed which threat­ 
ened to expose the whole fraud and ail 
who participated in them, if he him ­ 
self belonged to them? Of course not; 
with his power he could have brushed 
aside the investigation with a breath; 
and if there was the shadow of guilt 
attached to him he would have done 
it. 
We doubt if there is a man in the 
United States more astounded at the 
revelations made than General G r a n t 
and not one half so much mortified. 
Nn, it is not that they believe G r a n t 
guilty th at they 
insinuate 
these 
things, but it is a m alignant fling at 
the third term. 
Republicans and 
Democrats have equally participated 
in these insinuations, and all for the 
same object. We were born, raised 
and lived in the South all our life— 
have opposed General G r a n t and the 
Republican party always, but we dep­ 
recate any attem pt upon the part of 
the press to disgrace the nation in or­ 
der to blacken the character of its 
chief magistrate. There is a rule in 
the discipline of some of our churches 
which forbids their members to speak 
evil of magistrates. 
We can see the 
propriety of such a rule, especially in 
* Democratic Government. A coun­ 
try is in great danger when the peo­ 
ple cease to respect official position. 
Besides, the very opposite of what is 
desired will be the effect of those in­ 
sinuations. 
Many unworthy 
men 
have been elected by the slanders of 
their opponents. True he give his 
confidence to some bad men, but when 
we consider the character of Gen. 
G r a n t the m ystery is at once solved. 
He has no perception of character, 
his friendship is sincere and his hatred 
is intense. Hence he could despise 
C h a r l e s S u m m e r and love J o h n n y 
M cD o n a l d , having all confidence in 
the latter’s integrity even to the very 
doors of the prison. We do not dis­ 
like Gen. G r a n t for these traits of 
character, but we consider such traits 
very dangerous to tho public in carry­ 
ing on the highest functions of govern­ 
ment. If the President is capable of 
learning anything from experience, 
he will certainly he much wiser in the 
future.

E u ro p ea u G rain M ark et. 
L o n d o n , Feb. 4th.—In the London 
corn m arket there has been a limited 
trade of a dull and unsatisfactory 
character. Values have not changed 
materially, but such slight changes as 
have been made are in favor of buy­ 
ers. A t the leading provincial mar­ 
kets on Tuesday, Wednesday and yes­ 
terday, wheat was six pence to a shill­ 
ing lower. The imports have been 
fairly good, say 45.0(H)quarters. Arri­ 
vals of maize have been moderate, 
85,000 quarters. Deliveries of English 
are rather above the average and in­ 
clude 52,500 oats. At Paris, the week­ 
ly reports show the m arket lower for 
flour and some sortB of wheat. The 
continental markets 
generally are 
slow and dull. 
It is observed that 
quantities of wheat, barley and maize 
now on passage to Great Britain are 
considerably smaller than a year ago.
